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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to Claims 1 ,6,1 1 Appliant argues that the 
combination of Egan et a!, in view of Haddock et al. fails to disclose measuring MR resistance for the head. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Egan et al. discloses a monitoring cicuit wherein the thermal asperity from the read element (MR head) to determine PTP 
condition and according to the PTP condition it determines the clearance of the head to the medium (see coU, lines 29-55). Egan et al. 
further disclsoes monitoring MR resistance in col. 5, lines 18-33 and col. 5, line 49-67, wherein Egan et al. disclsoes the MR head (read 
element) is monitored and a readback signal, which includes a thermal induced signal, is passed through a threshold detector to 
determine PTP condition, this thermal signal is caused by the thermal changes and magnetic flux of the MR head, thus the readback 
signal being measured is measured as a function of the MR resistance of the read element. In addition to the above reference, Smith 
discloses a method and apparatus for measuring the clearance of the MR head by also monitoring the MR resistance (see fig.6 of Smith). 
Therefore, the rejection is deemed proper. 
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
